Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 USC 102 (b) as being anticipated Silverbrook (US Pat. 
6,347,864). 

Note: The method steps are inherently taught in the apparatus device/limitations in the 
rejections as follow: 

Silverbrook discloses in Figures 1-10 a print engine comprising: 
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- a printing fluid storage (504); 

- a printhead (516) in fluid communication with the printing fluid storage (504); 

- an assembly (522, 526, 528, 518) arranged to direct air over the printhead (516), the assembly 
including a filter (738) (Figs 1-10, column 4, lines 53-57); 

- wherein the assembly includes an inlet (526) for receiving air from a source (522) located in the 
inkjet printer (500); and 

- wherein the printhead (516) comprises a pagewidth printhead (Figs. 5-7);
